At the end of the bill, add the following:

entered into a Memorandum of Agreement with Immigra-10

tion and Customs Enforcement pursuant to 287(g) of the 11

Immigration and Nationality Act, whenever the informa-12

tion available to the system indicates that a person ille-13

gally or unlawfully in the United States may be attempt-14

ing to receive a firearm. 15

Notice of possible attempted receipt of firearm by person unlawfully in the United States The Attorney General shall ensure that the national instant criminal background check system established under section 103 of the Brady Handgun Violence Prevention Act notifies the Immigration and Customs Enforcement Agency of the Department of Homeland Security and State and local law enforcement agencies who have entered into a Memorandum of Agreement with Immigration and Customs Enforcement pursuant to 287(g) of the Immigration and Nationality Act, whenever the information available to the system indicates that a person illegally or unlawfully in the United States may be attempting to receive a firearm.
